Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The primary reasons for allowance for claims 1-16 are the inclusion of a 
printing adjusting method, an Inkjet printing apparatus, and an inkjet 
printing system comprising the steps of selecting a mode from a plurality 

. of modes having different dot arrangements and determining an 
adjustment value that varies a drive timing for nozzles between a forward 
scan and a backward scan in according with the selected mode. It is 
these limitations that have not been taught, found, or suggested by prior 
art, either alone or combined as claimed.
